Part  A  -  Project  Description 

The  proposed  Grant  will  assist  the  widening  of  Essex  Street  to  provide  a  six 
lane,  two  way,  landscaped  boulevard  between  Atlantic  Avenue  and  Kingston 
Street.   The  creation  of  this  new  transportation  facility  is  regarded  as 
essential  to  the  success  of  Lafayette  Place  and  future  development  south  of 
Downtown  Crossing.   New  Essex  Street  will  provide  direct  regional  access  to 
Downtown  Crossing  and  Lafayette  Place  from  1-90  and  1-93.   Without  this 
project,  access  to  Downtown  Crossing  and  Lafayette  Place  will  remain  cir- 
cuitous and  involve  additional  congestion  on  Kneeland,  Washington,  Summer  and 
Bedford  Streets. 

The  coordinated  mixed  use  development  of  underutilized  parcels  along  Essex 
Street  between  Park  Square  and  South  Station  is  a  principal  economic  benefit 
of  this  project.   Redevelopment  of  these  parcels  will  provide  major  benefits 
to  the  retail  district  by  accommodating  targeted  retail  development  and 
providing  maximum  increased  market  support  for  the  district.   In  addition, 
development  in  this  corridor  will  relieve  pressure  on  the  financial  district 
and  Back  Bay.   As  currently  planned,  office  development  will  be  the  generator 
for  development  of  these  parcels  and  can  help  subsidize  major  retail  elements 
and  public  amenities. 

The  widening  of  Essex  Street  and  the  clarification  of  the  Dewey  Square  traffic 
circulation  system  as  included  in  the  Program  are  viewed  as  critical  to  the 
continued  existence  and  success  of  Boston's  retail  core.   As  such,  the  improve- 
ments proposed  by  this  grant  application  are  integral  to  current  plans  for  the 
project  area. 

Specifically,  75%  of  the  proposed  Grant  will  be  used  for  design  and  engineer- 
ing of  the  Right-of-Way  plans,  and  other  plans,  for  the  widened  Essex  Street. 
Twenty-five  percent  of  the  Grant  will  be  used  for  acquisition  of  buildings  at 
the  corner  of  Essex  and  Kingston  Streets.  The  remaining  acquisition,  reloca- 
tion and  demolition  costs  will  be  paid  out  of  a  City  of  Boston  Loan  Order 
appropriated  for  this  use. 

A  widened  Essex  Street  is  consistent  with  planning  strategies  for  this  area, 
beginning  with  the  1965  Urban  Renewal  Plan  for  the  Central  Business  District 
(see  Figure  I).   It  was  recommended  as  an  economic  revitalization  strategy  in 
the  1983  Downtown  Crossing:   An  Economic  Strategy  Plan.   This  plan,  funded  by 
the  Urban  Mass  Transportation  Authority,  recommended  a  widened  two  way  Essex 
Street  as  a  means  of  improving  accessibility  to  the  Retail  Core  and  of  encour- 
aging major  new  development  in  the  Essex  Street  Corridor  (see  Figure  II). 

The  widened  Essex  Street  was  further  studied  in  the  Dewey  Square  TSM  plan, 

which  also  serves  as  the  EIS  for  this  project.   It  recommends  a  widened 

two-way  Essex  Street  as  part  of  an  overall  transportation  improvement  plan, 

which  would  relieve  existing  congestion  on  local  streets,  and  improve  bus 
routing  (see  Figure  III).

Part  B  -  Excerpts  from  the  Dewey  Square  EIS 


The  proposed  State  Public  Works  Economic  Development  Program  grant  will  make 
possible  the  construction  of  a  segment  of  "New  Essex  Street"  known  as 
"Contract  V".   The  project  is  completely  covered  in  a  draft  EIS  filed  by  the 
BRA  in  April,  1984. 
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IV  DESCRIPTION  OF  THE  PROPOSED  ACTION 

While  the  projects  in  the  area  such  as  the  South  Station  Transpor- 
tation Center,  Lafayette  Place,  and  the  Dewey  Square  Tower  have  moved  ahead, 
a  revised  roadway  configuration,  generally  consistent  with  the  long  standing 
plans  for  the  area  and  responsive  to  ongoing  developments,  has  been 
developed.  The  Transportation  Systems  Management  Program  involves  a  unified 
approach  to  the  implementation  of  these  roadway  improvements  to  incorporate 
the  Program  Goals  of  (1.)  Insuring  the  reliability  of  bus  flow,  (2.)  Making 
pedestrian  trips  more  safe  and  more  pleasant,  (3.)  Allowing  continued 
movement  and  loading  of  goods,  and  (4.)  Improving  economic  and  community 
development  potential. 

A.   OVERVIEW 

The  main  changes  in  the  Program  Area  from  which  bus  routing 
improvements,  pedestrian  improvements,  loading  improvements,  and 
parcel ization  changes  will  follow  is  the  clarification  of  the  street  system 
by  creating  a  one  way  northbound  Atlantic  Avenue  Arterial  to  act  in  concert 
with  a  one  way  southbound  Purchase  Street/Surface  Artery  Arterial  to  form  a 
logical  pair  of  traffic  carriers  to  both  (1.)  move  regional  traffic  through 
the  entire  length  of  the  Program  Area  and  (2.)  distribute  this  traffic  within 
the  Central  Business  District.  Essex  Street  will  be  developed  as  a  major 
east-west  artery  to  aid  in  this  distribution  to  the  Retail  Area. 

The  development  of  the  Atlantic  Avenue  northbound  and  Purchase 
Street/Surface  Artery  southbound  arterial  pair  allows  two  subordinate  changes 
to  take  place.   First,  South  Street  is  relieved  of  regional  traffic  thereby 
creating  a  more  unified  Leather  District  which  becomes  a  more  appropriate 
area  for  loading,  pedestrian  movement,  and  other  local  activities.  Second, 
High  Street  is  relieved  of  regional  traffic,  particularly  hazardous 
materials,  by  diversion  of  this  traffic  to  Purchase  Street  thereby  creating  a 
more  unified  Financial  District  and  an  improved  pedestrian  atmosphere.  The 
removal  of  regional  traffic  from  High  Street  allows  it  to  be  changed  from  one 
way  southbound  to  one  way  northbound  to  fit  in  more  logically  with  the  local 
street  system  and  eliminate  intersection  complexities  where  it  meets  Federal 
Street. 

The  development  of  Essex  Street  as  a  major  east-west  artery  greatly 
improves  regional  access  to  the  Downtown  Retail  Area  and  also  relieves  part 
of  the  pressure  on  Summer  Street  and  Beach  Street  to  act  as  westbound  distri- 
butors. Summer  Street,  with  its  short  distance  between  intersections  and  its 
heavy  pedestrian  activity  between  the  South  Station  and  the  Summer  Street 
Retail  Corridor  leading  to  Downtown  Crossing,  is  no  longer  a  proper  location 
for  performing  the  entire  regional  westbound  distribution  function.  Beach 
Street  can  be  closed  to  through  traffic  to  aid  in  the  unification  of  the 
Leather  District  and  Chinatown. 

The  general  clarification  of  the  street  system  and  the  elimination 
of  redundancy  is  expected  to  achieve  two  things.   First,  provide  a  more 
logical  environment  for  the  driver  and  pedestrian  and  second,  reduce  widths 
of  roadway  pavement  required  thereby  lessening  the  street  crossing  lengths 
for  pedestrians  and  freeing  space  previously  used  for  transportation  purposes 
for  community  improvement  and  economic  development  use. 
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B.   CAPIT/fL  IMPROVEMENTS  OF  THE  PROGRAM 

1.   Improvements  Along  the  Atlantic  Avenue  Northbound  Corridor 

0    Reconstruction  of  1,200  feet  of  Atlantic  Avenue  as  a  one 
way  northbound  roadway  with  three  continuous  travel  lanes 
from  the  Massachusetts  Turnpike  Eastbound  exit  at  Kneel  and 
Street  to  Summer  Street  (see  Figure  20).  This  construc- 
tion is  to  be  coordinated  with  the  South  Station  Trans- 
portation Center  which  occupies  the  east  side  of  Atlantic 
Avenue  for  this  entire  length  and  requires  entrances  and 
exits,  curb  service  lanes,  and  a  taxi  lane. 

0    Construction  of  six  extended  loading  docks  and  a  controlled 
loading  area  on  the  west  side  of  Atlantic  Avenue  between 
Kneel  and  Street  and  Beach  Street  to  reduce  interference 
with  through  traffic. 

0    Construction  of  four  extended  loading  docks  and  controlled 
loading  area  on  the  west  side  of  Atlantic  Avenue  between 
Beach  Street  and  East  Street  to  reduce  interference  with 
through  traffic. 

0    Construction  of  a  curb  service  lane  in  front  of  the  Essex 
Hotel  on  the  west  side  of  Atlantic  Avenue  between  East 
Street  and  Essex  Street. 

0    Provision  of  a  signal ization  system  at  the  intersection 
of  Atlantic  Avenue  with  Essex  Street. 

0    Construction  of  a  pedestrian  bridge  from  the  second  level 
of  the  South  Station  Transportation  Center  across  Atlantic 
Avenue  to  the  second  level  of  the  Dewey  Square  Tower. 

0    Construction  of  an  exclusive  bus  lane  on  the  west  side  of 
Atlantic  Avenue  between  Essex  Street  and  Summer  Street 
approaching  the  Summer  Street  intersection. 

0    Provision  a  Bus  Priority  Signalization  System  at  the 
intersection  of  Atlantic  Avenue  with  Summer  Street. 

2.   Improvements  Along  the  Purchase  Street/Surface  Artery  Southbound 
Corridor 

0    Reconstruction  of  the  Central  Artery  Southbound  off-ramp 

to  High  Street  to  align  with  Purchase  Street  (see  Figure  21) 

0    Reconstruction  of  600  feet  of  Purchase  Street  between 
Oliver  Street  and  Congress  Street  to  provide  a  three- 
lane  roadway  with  a  widened  sidewalk  on  the  west  side  of 
Purchase  Street  in  this  area.

0    Sidewalk  widening  and  pedestrian  crossing  improvements. 

0    Miscellaneous  small  scale  improvements  in  support  of 
capital  investments  by  other  projects  in  the  area. 

TRAFFIC  FLOW  CHANGES 

The  basic  elements  of  the  traffic  flow  changes  are  as  shown  on 


Figure  22. 


Atlantic  Avenue  becomes  a  continuous  and  more  efficient 
carrier  of  northbound  regional  traffic  through  the  Program 
Area.   (1)  South  of  Summer  Street,  local  loading  and  curb 
service  activities  are  removed  from  interference  with  the 
three  travel  lanes.  The  heavy  pedestrian  crossing  movements 
at  the  intersection  of  Essex  Street  and  Summer  Street  is 
reduced  by  the  presence  of  a  pedestrian  overpass.   (2)  North 
of  Summer  Street,  the  interference  of  short  term  parking  and 
bus  entering  and  exiting  at  the  Temporary  Trail  ways  Terminal 
remains  in  the  short  term  but  this  problem  will  be  removed 
when  this  activity  is  removed  to  the  South  Station  Trans- 
portation Center.  The  heavy  pedestrian  crossing  movement  to 
the  pedestrian  bridge  over  the  Central  Artery  will  be  elimi- 
nated by  the  presence  of  a  pedestrian  overpass  which  includes 
Atlantic  Avenue.  The  existing  pedestrian  crossing  signa- 
1 ization  can  be  eliminated  and  signal ization  at  the  new 
Relocated  Northern  Avenue  Bridge  will  not  require  a  pedestrian 
crossing  phase. 
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0    Surface  Artery/Purchase  Street  becomes  a  continuous  and  more 
efficient  carrier  of  southbound  regional  traffic  through  the 
Program  Area.   (1)  North  of  Summer  Street,  the  relocation  of 
the  High  Street  off  ramp  from  the  Central  Artery  southbound  to 
Purchase  Street  shifts  regional  traffic  to  a  continuous 
southbound  arterial  instead  of  the  discontinuous,  densely 
developed,  and  pedestrian  oriented  High  Street.  Loading 
interference  with  through  traffic  at  Number  109  High  Street  is 
reduced  by  the  use  of  a  controlled  loading  area.  The  pede- 
strian movement  to  and  from  the  pedestrian  bridge  over  the 
Central  Artery  will  be  eliminated  by  the  pedestrian  overpass 
which  includes  Purchase  Street  and  the  pedestrian  crossing 
signal ization  can  be  eliminated.  (2)  South  of  Summer  Street, 
the  redundant  northbound  lanes  of  the  Surface  Artery  are 
removed  thereby  simplifying  all  intersection  situations  along 
the  route.  The  poor  geometry  where  Kingston  Street,  the  Beach 
Street  off  ramp,  and  the  Surface  Artery  actually  run  in 
parallel  is  changed  to  a  definite  angle  where  improved  signal 
control  can  be  achieved.  The  loading  activity  at  Teradyne  is 
removed  from  interference  with  the  four  travel  lanes. 

0    Essex  Street  becomes  a  carrier  of  westbound  and  eastbound 

traffic  replacing  the  distribution  function  now  performed  by 
Beach  Street  and  part  of  that  performed  by  Summer  Street. 
Major  intersections  along  Essex  Street  occur  at  Atlantic 
Avenue  and  Surface  Artery  which  are  well  spaced  and  one  way 
for  a  simpler  intersection  layout  and  more  efficient  inter- 
section operation. 

0  Summer  Street  becomes  a  less  important  distributor  and  the 
Summer  Street  Corridor  to  the  west  of  Surface  Artery,  where 
the  major  emphasis  is  intended  to  be  on  pedestrian  movement 
and  traffic  access  rather  than  distribution,  can  be  greatly 
simplified.  Summer  Street  loses  its  continuity  in  order  to 
make  Summer  Street  and  High  Street  a  continuous  northbound 
movement  to  the  east  of  Lincoln  Street. 

As  a  result  of  these  changes  to  the  major  arterial s  south  of  Summer 
Street,  the  following  changes  can  take  place  in  the  Leather  District  and 
Dewey  Square: 

0    The  portion  of  South  Street  between  Kneeland  Street  and  Essex 
Street, is  relieved  of  regional  traffic  and  can  be  allowed  to 
function  as  a  local  two-way  street. 

0  The  on-ramp  from  the  Surface  Artery  and  South  Street  inter- 
section to  the  Central  Artery  northbound  would  be  relocated 
directly  opposite  South  Street  for  access  off  the  new  Essex 
Street  artery. 
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As  a  result  of  the  presence  of  Essex  Street  as  a  major  east-west 
connector,  the  following  traffic  flow  revisions  can  take  place  in  the 
proposed  Chinese  Gate  Park  area: 

0    Kingston  Street  and  Edinboro  Street  now  provide  a  redundant 
movement  to  the  Surface  Artery  and  can  be  closed  to  through 
traffic.  Beach  Street  would  be  closed  to  through  traffic  to 
the  west  of  Surface  Artery  but  an  emergency  access  roadway 
would  pass  through  the  ceremonial  arch  to  provide  a  route  for 
fire  engines,  ambulances,  and  other  emergency  vehicles. 

As  a  result  of  the  changed  use  of  Purchase  Street  as  the  destination 
of  exiting  traffic  from  the  Central  Artery  southbound  and  a  major  through 
arterial,  the  following  change  can  take  place  on  High  Street: 

0    High  Street  would  be  reversed.   Its  current  pattern  of  two  way 
flow  between  Summer  Street  and  Federal  Street  and  one  way 
southbound  beyond  Federal  Street  would  change  to  one  way 
northbound  through  its  entire  length.  The  intersection  of 
High  Street  and  Federal  Street  would  be  greatly  simplified. 

D.   BUS  FLOW  IMPROVEMENTS 

One  element  of  the  regional  traffic,  namely  express  bus  service, 
will  receive  additional  attention  to  help  ensure  its  continuity  of  movement 
into  the  Downtown  Area.  Buses  will  generally  move  in  uniformity  with  the 
proposed  traffic  flow  changes  but  the  Program  will  incorporate  additional 
features  in  support  of  express  bus  traffic  (see  Figure  23). 

Buses  will  enter  the  Program  Area  from  the  Massachusetts  Turnpike 
and  move  northbound  on  Atlantic  Avenue  with  general  traffic.  As  the  potenti- 
ally delaying  Sutimer  Street  intersection  is  approached,  special  measures  will 
be  taken  to  move  bus  traffic  through  the  intersection. 

A  bus  prioritization  system  would  be  created  at  the  Atlantic  Avenue 
and  Summer  Street  intersection  for  MBTA  buses.  An  exclusive  bus  lane, 
separate  from  and  in  addition  to  the  three  through  travel  lanes,  would  be 
provided  on  the  west  side  of  Atlantic  Avenue  adjacent  to  the  Dewey  Square 
Tower  and  would  be  restricted  to  MBTA  bus  use  (see  Figure  24).  A  signal 
phasing  pattern  which  gives  highest  priority  to  these  buses  would  be  imple- 
mented. Because  of  the  preferential  signal  phasing  for  these  buses  at 
Atlantic  Avenue,  left  turns  from  Atlantic  Avenue  to  Summer  Street  by  other 
vehicles  would  be  prohibited  because  of  their  potential  delaying  effect  on 
bus  traffic. 

After  turning  from  Atlantic  Avenue,  buses  will  move  on  Summer 
Street  in  a  exclusive  center  lane. 

Buses  will  continue  to  move  on  a  priority  signal  system  across 
Purchase  Street  and  will  join  general  traffic  on  High  Street  headed 
northbound  in  three  lanes.  Buses  then  move  with  general  traffic  through  the 
simplified  intersection  of  Federal  Street  and  High  Street,  which  is  now 
basically  a  split  between  two  northbound  roadways,  onto  Federal  Street  and 
the  terminal  areas  at  the  First  National  Bank  Building  and  the  Shawmut  Bank 
Building. 
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Buses  leaving  the  Downtown  area  would  travel  from  the  Shawmut  Bank 
Building  and  the  First  National  Bank  Building  by  way  of  Franklin  Street,  Otis 
Street,  and  Kingston  Street,  a  somewhat  more  direct  route  than  is  currently 
used.  At  Kingston  Street,  a  proposed  exclusive  bus  lane  would  carry  buses 
from  Kingston  Street  past  the  Beach  Street  off-ramp  directly  onto  the  Surface 
Artery  (see  Figure  25).  A  priority  signalization  system  would  bring  the 
buses  through  the  potentially  delaying  Kneel  and  Street  intersection  onto  the 
access  ramps  to  the  Massachusetts  Turnpike  westbound. 

E.   PEDESTRIAN  IMPROVEMENTS 

The  Program  Proposals  general  improve  conditions  for  pedestrians  by 
clarifying  the  traffic  flow  conditions  and  isolating  the  regional  traffic  on 
routes  away  from  pedestrian  activity.  Narrowing  of  the  roadway  pavement 
width  or  a  widening  of  the  sidewalk  spaces,  or  both,  are  achieved  in  many 
instances  such  as  at  (1.)  The  wide  sidewalk  on  the  north  side  of  Essex 
Street  developed  in  conjunction  with  widened  Essex  Street  and  the  construc- 
tion of  the  Dewey  Square  Tower;  (2.)  The  increased  pedestrian  space  along  the 
east  side  of  Surface  Artery  between  Essex  Street  and  Summer  Street;  (3.)  The 
increased  pedestrian  space  at  the  northwest  corner  of  the  intersection  of 
Lincoln  Street  and  Surface  Artery,  and  (4.)  the  narrowing  and  intersection 
simplifications  due  to  traffic  flow  changes. 

In  three  cases,  it  is  impossible  to  resolve  the  conflict  between 
regional  traffic  flows  and  pedestrian  crossings  other  than  through  a  physical 
separation  by  a  pedestrian  bridge  resulting  in  the  following  Program  elements 

0    A  pedestrian  bridge  from  South  Station  Transportation  Center 

to  the  Dewey  Sauare  Tower  across  Atlantic  Avenue  (see  Figure  26). 
For  pedestrians  who  choose  not  to  use  the  bridge  and  cross  at 
surface  level,  the  task  is  made  easier  by  the  change  in  Atlantic 
Avenue  to  one  way  northbound  and  the  resultant  simp! i cation  in 
the  signal  system. 

0    A  pedestrian  bridge  from  the  Dewey  Square  Tower  to  the  west 
side  of  Surface  Artery  (see  Figure  27).  For  pedestrians  who 
choose  not  to  use  the  bridge,  the  change  of  Surface  Artery  to 
one  directional  makes  crossing  less  confusing  and  the  reduction 
in  width  from  six  lanes  to  four  lanes  makes  the  crossing  time 
and  distance  less. 

0    A  reconstructed  pedestrian  bridge  over  the  Central  Artery 

south  of  Northern  Avenue  (see  Figure  28).  This  crossing  will 
be  widened  to  cross  over  not  only  the  Central  Artery  but  also 
Atlantic  Avenue  to  the  east  and  Purchase  Street  to  the  west  to 
avoid  the  need  for  any  surface  level  crossings.  The  pede- 
strian bridge  will  be  moved  approximately  120  feet  to  the 
south  of  its  present  location  to  avoid  interference  with 
roadway  intersections  and  to  provide  larger  areas  for  landings.

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Section  Five  -  Local  Economic  Development  Efforts 

The  Essex  Street  Corridor  lies  at  the  center  of  a  comprehensive,  coordinated 
program  of  economic  development  for  the  retail  district,  incorporating 
strategies  for  the  adjoining  areas  of  South  Station/Dewey  Square,  Chinatown 
and  Lower  Washington  Street/Parcel  31.   The  project  is  included  in  the  Theatre 
District/Chinatown  CARD  District. 

The  area  has  been  examined  through  a  variety  of  planning  studies,  most  recently 
by  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority's  Downtown  Crossing  Economic  Strategy 
Plan.   To  support  the  work  of  this  planning  effort,  the  BRA  has  undertaken  a 
study  of  the  area  included  in  the  Proposed  Public  Works  Economic  Development 
Grant.   Based  on  the  work  of  this  study,  this  Application  here  includes  a 
description  of  the  relevant  plans,  strategies,  goals,  objectives  and  accom- 
plishments.  Section  Five  is  presented  in  Four  parts,  as  follows:

Part  A  -  Description  of  Existing  Conditions  and  Land  Use 

The  Essex  Street  area  is  surrounded  by  and  includes  portions  of  Boston's 
retail,  office,  financial,  and  residential  districts.   It  contains  at  its 
center  the  Lower  Washington  Street  District  where  six  of  the  City's  thirteen 
major  theatre  structures  are  located.   In  addition.  Beach  Street,  which  is 
the  heart  of  the  New  England  Chinese  Community,  is  within  the  general  project 
area. 

The  departure  of  major  retail  operations  along  Washington  Street,  the  shrink- 
ing of  Boston's  garment  industry  and  the  concentration  of  adult  entertainment 
activities  are  the  events  which  have  led  to  the  deterioration  and  the  under- 
utilization  of  buildings  in  the  Theatre  District/Chinatown  area  during  the 
post  World  War  II  period.   Investors,  theatre  patrons  and  shoppers  have 
deliberately  avoided  the  Lower  Washington  Street  area  because  of  the  existence 
of  the  Adult  Entertainment  District  and  the  general  image  of  blight. 

Lafayette  Place  to  the  north,  Park  Plaza  to  the  west,  and  the  Tufts  New 
England  Medical  Center  development  to  the  south  are  the  major  projects  already 
underway  adjacent  to  the  District.   Local  development  incentives  will  target 
this  renewed  private  interest  into  the  Theatre  District  and  Chinatown.   Thus, 
these  projects  will  clearly  impact  and  influence  the  future  of  the  Lower 
Washington  Street  area. 

The  Chinatown  core  area  serves  as  a  primary  marketplace  for  goods  and  services 
for  the  Chinese  in  New  England.   The  first  two  floors  of  these  buildings 
contain  commercial  space,  principally  restaurants  and  groceries  while  the 
upper  floors  contain  housing  predominantly  used  by  the  Chinese  community. 
Garment  related  businesses  are  located  in  the  four-to-eight  story  warehouses. 
Because  Chinatown  suffers  from  an  acknowledged  shortage  of  space  for  residen- 
tial use,  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  is  concerned  that  existing 
housing,  or  future  housing  sites,  not  be  displaced  by  commercial  development 
incentives.   Since  blue  collar  jobs  are  important  to  the  Chinese  community, 
loss  of  manufacturing  firms  through  commercial  conversion  is  an  additional 
planning  concern. 

The  Adult  Entertainment  District  presents  an  opportunity  to  accommodate  the 
growth  of  Chinatown  as  well  as  to  stimulate  development  in  general.   The 
proposed  policies  will,  for  instance,  enable  existing  and  future  legitimate 
businesses  to  fill  entire  buildings,  locating  housing  on  the  upper  floors,  so 
that  income  is  greater  than  that  which  is  presently  obtained  from  ground  floor 
adult  entertainment  operations.   Thus,  the  area  has  the  potential  to  signifi- 
cantly reduce  the  impact  of  undesirable  uses  within  the  District  itself  as 
well  as  on  the  surrounding  Chinatown  and  Theatre  District  communities. 

Overall,  the  type  of  development  activity  envisaged  in  the  Project  Area  is  a 
combination  of  theatres  and  theatre/tourist  related  businesses,  the  expansion 
of  housing  opportunities  and  commercial/retail  operations,  particularly  in  the 
Washington  Street  area,  and  the  inducement  of  an  expansion  of  business  inter- 
ests to  occupy  buildings  within  the  Adult  Entertainment  District. 
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The  following  information  on  building  age,  conditions  and  vacancy  rates,  was 
derived  from  the  survey  data.   The  following  issue  maps  reveal  that  the 
project  area  is  old,  with  poor  building  conditions  and  high  vacancy  rates.

4.  That  the  plan  describes  the  area  and  sets  forth  the  development  or  re- 
development, including  public  improvements,  proposed  to  carry  out  the 
purpose  of  the  plan. 

We  note  that  a  public  hearing  was  duly  advertised  and  held  on  March  9,  1982. 
We  find  that  these  hearings  and  advertisements  afforded  ample  opportunity  for 
public  comment  and  satisfy  the  hearing  requirements  of  Section  I  (4)  of  the  Rules 
and  Regulations  for  securing  CARD  Plan  approvals. 

We  further  note  that  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  will  be  the  over- 
seeing agency  for  implementation  of  the  CARD  Plan. 

Therefore,  we  hereby  approve  the  Amended  Theatre  District /Chinatown  Commercial 
Area  Revitalization  District  Plan.

The  November  1981  Theatre  District/Chinatown  CARD  revision  will  extend 
existing  Theatre  District/Chinatown  CARD  boundaries.  This  extension 
will  include  the  South  End  Urban  Renewal  Area  Parcel  4  and  permit  the 
use  of  CARD  financial  incentives  in  the  construction  of  the  South  Cove 
Manor  Nursing  Home.

The  proposed  Lafayette  Place  Access  Road  and  Related  Improvements  are  part  of 
a  longstanding  legal  commitment  by  the  City  to  leverage  private  investment  in 
the  project  area.   Both  the  public  and  private  commitments  are  formally  stated 
in  the  "Tripartite  Agreement"  between  the  City,  the  BRA,  and  the  Developers, 
Mondev  International,  acting  through  its  subsidiaries,  Mondev  Massachusetts, 
and  Lafayette  Place  Associates.   The  legally  binding  commitment  for  the 
developer  to  also  finance  and  construct  a  1,000-space  parking  garage  are 
contained  in  the  40-year  lease  between  the  City  of  Boston  Real  Property  Board 
and  the  developer,  Mondev  International,  acting  through  its  subsidiary, 
Commonwealth  Parking  Associates.   Copies  of  the  original  Tripartite  Agreement 
and  the  40-year  lease  are  available  at  the  BRA  for  review  by  EOTC. 

On  February  19,  1982,  the  BRA  Board  approved  The  Second  Supplemental  Agreement 
and  Amendment  to  the  original  Tripartite  Agreement.   This  new  document  re- 
flected the  fact  that  the  developer  was  now  to  finance  and  construct  the 
garage.   This  document  contains  the  revised  schedule  for  both  public  and 
private  investment  in  the  area,  and  is  reproduced  on  the  following  pages.

CITY  OF  BOSTON,  a  municipal  corporation  ( "City" ) ,  acting  by 
and  through  its  Mayor  and  Real  Property  Board,  the  BOSTON 
REDEVELOPMENT  AUTHORITY,  a  pxiblic  body  politic  and  corporate 
( "BRA" )  organized  under  the  lavs  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts,  and  LAFAYETTE  PLACE  ASSOCIATES,  a  Massachu- 
setts limited  partnersliip  ("Developer"),  of  which  the  present 
general  partner,  is  Mondev,  Mass.  Inc.,  a  Massachuset:ts 
corporation. 

WITNESSETH: 


WHEREAS,  the  parties  hereto  or  their  predecessors  have 
entered  into:  i)  an  agreement  dated  as  of  December  22,  1978 
("Tripartite  Agreement"),  and  ii)  an  agreement  dated  as  of 
June  1,  1979  ("Supplemental  Agreement")  supplementing  the 
Tripartite  Agreement,  and  iii)  an  agreement  dated  October 
12,  1979  ("Survival  Agreement")  relative  to  the  Tripartite 
Agreement  and  the  Supplemental  Agreement.   Such  agreements 
are  herein  collectively  referred  to  as  the  "Founding  Docrnnents' 
and  concern  a  private  and  public  development  ( "Lafayette 
Place")  along  Washington  Street  in  Boston,  Massachusetts, 
cind 

WHEREAS,  implementation  of  Lafayette  Place  has  proceeded 
generally  as  contemplated  by  the  Foiinding  Documents  but  with 
certain  changes  and  modifications,  so  that  the  parties 
desire  hereby  to  set  forth  further  supplemental  agreements 
concerning  and  amendments  to  the  Founding  Documents. 

NOW,  THEREFORE ,  in  consideration  of  the  mutual  agreements 
herein  contained  euad  intending  hereby  to  be  legally  bound, 
the  parties,  hereto  agree  as  follows: 

1.  Words  capitalized  but  undefined  herein  shall  have 
the  same  meaning  given  to  them  in  the  Fovmdlng  Documents  or 
in  such  other  agreement  as  may  be  referred  to  in  the  Founding 
Documents . 

2.  Section  1.16.  of  the  Tripartite  Agreement  is  hereby 
deleted  and  in  its  place  there  is  substituted  the  following: 

"Section  1.15.  Parking  Garage.   The  term  "Parking 
Garage"  shall  mean  the  public  parking  garage  to  be 
constructed  and  operated  by  or  through  the  City  pursuant 
to  and  more  particularly  described  in  Article  V  hereof." 


3.  Section  4.04.  of  the  Tripartite  Agreement  is  hereby 
deleted  and  in  its  place  there  is  substituted  the  following: 

"Section  4.04.  Development.   Developer  shall  commence 
construction  of  the  Project  not  later  than"  ninety  (90) 
days  after  Substantial  Completion  of  the  Parking 
Garage.   The  Developer  shall  be  entitled  to  commence 
construction  of  the  Project  prior  to  such  Substantial 
Completion  and  the  City  shall  recognize  such  right  of 
the  Developer  in  all  of  its  contracts  and  undertalcings 
affecting  the  Project  to  the  end  that  such  contracts 
euid  undertakings  will  encourage  and  permit  early 
commencement  of  construction  by  the  Developer  and  will 
obligate  all  parties  to  work  harmoniously  with  the 
Developer. " 

4.  Section  5.03.  of  the  Tripartite  Agreement  is  hereby 
deleted. 

5.  Subparagraph  b)  of  Section  5.04.  of  the  Tripartite 
Agreement  is  hereby  deleted  and  in  its  place  there  is  sxibsti- 
tuted  the  following: 

"b)  Temporary  Surface  Parking.   Since  the  City  has 
heretofore  caused  the  Hayward  Place  Garage  to  be 
demolished,  it  is  agreed  that  the  City  may  provide  on- 
grade  parking  on  Parcels  D-1,  D-2,  D-3  and  D-4,  provided 
that  such  parking  shall  only  be  temporary  in  nature 
(consistent  with  other  provisions  of  this  Agreement) 
and  shall  at  all  times  be  operated  and  maintained  in  a 
manner  consistent  with  the  quality  of  operation  of  the 
Project" 

6.  The  following  sentence  is  hereby  added  to  subpara- 
graph c)  of  Section  5.04.  of  the  Tripartite  Agreement: 

"  c)  The  parties  acknowledge  that  the  layout  of  New 
Essex  Street  (or  however  otherwise  it  may  be  designated) 
shall  extend  from  Washington  Street  to  the  central 
artery  as  shown  on  Exhibit  F." 

7.  The  third  sentence  of  the  first  paragraph  of 
Section  5.05.  and  the  second  paragraph  of  Section  5.05.  of 
the  Tripartite  Agreement  (including  Exhibit  H)  are  hereby 
deleted.   In  lieu  of  said  second  paragraph  there  is  siibstituted 
the  following: 

"If  a  private  party  shall  construct  the  Parking  Garage, 
the  City  shall  have  the  right,  itself  or  through  inde- 
pendent professional  consulting  engineers,  to  monitor 
such  construction  to  insure  it  is  proceeding  in  accordance 


with  requirements  of  the  City.   In  such  case,  such 
monitoring  shall  be  carried  out  so  as  not  to  delay  or 
interfere  with  such  construction  in  any  respect." 

8.  Section  5.08.  of  the  Tripartite  Agreement  is  hereby 
deleted  and  in  its  place  there  is  substituted  the  following: 

"Section  5.08.   Plaza,  Malls  and  Circulation  System 
Budget.   As  used  herein,  the  Plaza,  Malls  and  Circula- 
tion System  Budget  is  $4,600,000." 

9.  Section  6.01.  of  the  Tripartite  Agreement  is  hereby 
deleted.  ;,.. 

10.   Section  6.02.  of  the  Tripartite  Agreement  is  hereby 
amended  in  the  following  respects: 

a)  In  the  first  paragraph  of  that  Section  the  following 
words  appearing  at  the  beginning  of  that  paragraph  are 
hereby  deleted: 

"In  the  event  that  the  City  shall  determine  to 
discontinue  the  Hayward  Place  Garage,...". 

b)  The  second  sentence  of  the  first  paragraph  of  that 
Section  is  hereby  deleted  and  in  its  place  there  is 
substituted  the  following: 

"No  sale,  transfer  or  other  disposition  of  any 
such  rights  shall  be  made  by  the  City  until  three  (3) 
years  from  the  date  on  which  the  City  has  given  notice 
to  the  Developer  of  the  extent,  if  any,  to  which  the 
City  has  determined  and  agrees  to  create  siibsurface 
parking  beyond  that  which  is  to  be  created  hereunder. 

c)  There  is  hereby  added  after  the  end  of  the  first 
sentence  of  the  second  paragraph  of  that  Section  the 
following: 

"Seu.d  appraisals  were  prepared  by  John  E.  O'Neill 
and  are  dated  July  25,  1978  and  May  9,  1979". 

d)  The  following  paragraphs  are  hereby  added  to  the 
end  of  that  Section: 

"Notwithstanding  anything  else  above  contained,  if 
the  Developer  shall  exercise  the  right  and  option 
set  forth  in  this  Section  6.02,  there  shall  auto- 
matically be  created  an  agreement  by  the  Developer 
to  buy  and  by  the  City  to  sell  the  aforesaid 
Parcels,  except  that,  if  a  sale  is  not  legally 


possible,  the  provisions  of  Section  15.05  hereof 
shall  apply.   Consistent  therewith,  the  parties 
acknowledge  that  the  references  above  to  the 
execution  of  a  purchase  and  sale  agreement  are 
intended  only  to  indicate  that  appropriate  details 
of  the  purchase  and  sale  shall  be  worked  out  by 
the  parties  so  as  to  conform  to  their  intent  under 
this  Section  5.02.,  but  if  they  shall  be  unable  to 
do  so  then  the  matter  shall  be  resolved  by  arbitration 
in  accordance  with  the  arbitration  procedure  set 
forth  in  ARTICLE  EIGHT  of  the  Deed  and  Agreement, 
•      dated  as  of  September  11,  1979,  between  the  City 
euid  the  Developer  and  recorded  with  Suffolk  Deeds 
at  Book  9288,  Page  90." 

11.  The  second  paragraph  of  subparagraph  (c)  of  Section 
9.03.  of  the  Tripartite  Agreement  is  hereby  deleted. 

12.  There  is  hereby  added  to  sxibparagraph  (j)  of  Section 
9.03.  of  the  Tripartite  Agreement  the  following: 

"The  foregoing  language  is  expressly  intended  to  allow 
the  total  transfer  of  legal  or  beneficial  interests 
among  the  general  or  limited  partners  in  the  partnership 
entities  comprising  the  Developer  to  the  end  that, 
following  any  such  transfer,  no  particular  general 
partner  (other  than  Mondev  Mass.,  Inc.)  or  limited 
partner  need  remain  a  general  or  limited  partner  of 
the  Developer." 

13.  There  is  hereby  added  to  the  end  of  Exhibit  D  to 
the  Tripartite  Agreement  the  following: 

"6.  The  descriptions  provided  in  paragraph  C.l  and 
C.2,  adsove,  are  of  an  approximate  nature  only,  it  being 
xinderstood  that  the  private  components  of  the  project 
which  have  been  or  may  be  approved  by  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority  pursuant  to  Section  4.03  of 
this  Tripartite  Agreement  shall  not  be  deemed  inconsistent 
with  the  foregoing  Development  Program. " 

14.  Notwithstanding  any  reference  in  the  Founding 
Documents  to  the  contrary  (including  the  reference  in  the 
Supplemental  Agreement  to  the  New  Master  Schedule),  for  the 
purposes  of  the  Fovmding  Documents  (including  Section  3.01. 
of  the  Tripartite  Agreement)  the  Master  Schedule  shall  be 
the  document  attached  hereto  and  labeled  "Master  Schedule 
Dated  December  15,  1981". 

15.  Notwithstanding  any  provision  therein  to  the  contrary, 
the  Founding  Documents  (and  each  of  them)  may  hereafter  be 
amended  by  written  agreement  of  the  undersigned  and  their 


respective  successors  in  interest  to  their  rights  smd  obliga- 
tions thereunder,  it  being  the  express  intent  hereof  that 
any  such  amendment  may  be  made  and  shall  be  effective  without 
the  need  for  the  consent  of  holders  (e.g.,  but  without 
limitation,  tenants)  of  partial  interests  in  all  or  part  of 
the  real  estate  sxibject  to  the  Founding  Documents. 

16.   As  hereby  amended  and/or  supplemented ,  the  Founding 
Documents  shall  continue  in  full  force  and  effect.

Part  C  -  Other  Investment  in  the  Project  Area 

The  proposed  Public  Works  Economic  Development  Program  will  support  the 
construction  of  a  non-federally  funded  segment  of  a  new  westbound  access  road 
from  South  Station  to  Washington  Street.   Several  major  projects  are  located 
along  this  "New  Essex  Street". 

1.0  The  Dewey  Square  Tower 

Rose  Associates  of  New  York,  and  the  Metropolitan  Life  Assurance  Company  have 
formed  a  joint  venture,  (Dewey  Square  Associates)  to  construct  a  45-story 
office  tower  of  more  than  one  million  square  feet.   The  final  construction 
loan  papers  for  this  project  were  signed  on  May  10,  1982.   Construction  was 
completed  this  year.   The  innovative  project  included  some  use  of  air-rights 
over  state  land,  and  was  undertaken  with  the  close  cooperation  of  the 
Executive  Office  of  Transportation  and  Construction  and  the  Massachusetts 
Department  of  Public  Works.   Copies  of  the  legal  commitments  to  build  this 
project  are  available  for  EOTC  review.   Photos  are  included  below. 

2.0  The  Teradyne  Project 

Also  located  along  Essex  Street  is  one  of  three  area  buildings  of  Teradjme, 
Inc.,  which  has  received  a  $4.7  million  UDAG  Grant  to  upgrade  its  Essex  and 
Lincoln  Street  facilities,  while  building  a  new  facility  in  the  South  End. 
Teradyne  is  a  major  force  in  the  creation  of  High  Tech  employment  opportuni- 
ties in  the  Downtown.

The  data  is  presented  below,  following  the  outline  specified  in  the  applica- 
tion guidelines. 

a.  The  Lafayette  Place  project,  it  is  anticipated,  will  generate  a  total  of 
2,608  new  jobs.  Of  that,  1,467  will  be  short-term  construction  jobs  and 
1,141  (43.7%)  will  be  permanent  jobs.   The  construction  of  the  Avenue 

de  Lafayette  should  create  an  additional  75  jobs. 

b.  Boston  has  traditionally  suffered  higher  unemployment  than  the  rest  of 
the  Commonwealth.   The  following  statistics  bear  this  out:

c.   Employment  mix  is  detailed  in  the  following  chart.   Figures  are  for  1975 

and  1979,  and  an  average  of  two.   Briefly,  both  Boston  and  the  Commonwealth 
realized  an  increase  in  service  type  employment,  with  Boston  showing  more 
of  an  increase.   The  Commonwealth  showed  an  increase  in  private  sector 
jobs  in  general,  while  Boston  showed  an  increase  in  State  and  Local 
Government  jobs.   This  increasing  reliance  on  public  sector  employment 
underscores  the  need  in  Boston  for  support  of  private  sector  job  creation 
such  as  proposed  in  the  Lafayette  Place  Project.
